Aiding their transformation 
by .cemperance in all things is good 
for the mortal as well as the spirit, 
inasmuch as it gives the mortal a 
climpse behind the phenomena of 
things and opens up his mind and 
soul to a new order of life’s opera- 
vons. 

But all this is only fundamenta! to 
real mediumship—the codperation of 
spirits with the same. Without 
these Spiritualized sensesthere couid 
be no mediumship in its present 
practical form. The mere spirituali- 
zation of the five senses per se cloes 
not constitute it. There are sensi- 
tives ail the world over, but most 
of them become pocts or authors, 
and artists of some kind. Clairsen- 
tience or psychometry makes the 
first named — touching or graphic 
according to clairvoyance in connec- 
tion with it. 

Clairvoyance simply, makes the 
artist or painter, sculptor, designer, 
engraver, etc.—perfect in effect ac- 
cording to grace or the power oi the 
talent or “spiritual gift” over its 
body of matter. 

Clairaudiance makes the musician 
— sensing the rythm of sound-—aiso 
to be perfected as in the atorenam- 
ed. The others make culinary ar- 
cist, chemist, florist, etc. —though 
perhaps the secret in which rests 
their craft be unknown to them. 

Now. the “spirit” that has been 
“peured upon all fesh” in this new 
dispensation, has more or Jessafttect- 
ed all sensitives and utilized these 
various spiritualized senses or func- 
tions tor other purposes than the 
mere material. The effects are me- 
dinmshin ; and the outcome cf the 
latter is the Science and Philosophy 
of Scarttualism. 

But mediumship, pure and sim- 
is nut all there is to it. Asan 
avenes for spirit communion it is 
but a step higher than sense-spirit- 
uaiization — though it reveals a fu- 
ture liie for the benefit of others.— 
But ali sensitives are more or less 
conscious of a future state, jnas- 
much as they have spirit helpers 
who embue them with this idea in 
the course of events—especially if 
they be clairvoyant with artistic 
tendencies; though poets or authors 
with the latter gift also show evi- 
dences of a belief in a higher hfe 
through their writings.

THE ORIGIN OF CRIME LIES IN

The origin of a crime lies in a 
thourht.

Every thought, good or bad, if 
permitted to travel again and again 
thru the mind, leads to some act. 
good or bad. 

Crime has its origin in a thought. 
Great prisons have been built, but 
crime stil walks among us. The 
habitual wishing to possess what be- 
tongs to another toocften leads to 
theft. The ever present wish to be 
rid of one who is hateful too cften 
jeads to murder. Strong wails can- 
not control crime, until brick and 
morter can control thought. 

And thought is free as air. It 
slips past the guard, it passes thru 
the keyhole, and, more. it 
scorns the grating, it laughs at 
walis of stone. it knows not the ter- 
ror of the gallows. Prisons cannot 
save us, the scaffold cannot free us, 
the laws cannot protect us from 
crime. Ah, but where the laws are. 
weak you are strong. When the 
walls of the prison are fragile you 
are powerful. While the hang- 
inan’s rope cannot choke the life 
from crime, you ean.

Predictions That Came True. 
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Lord Roberts makes no secret of 
the tact that vears ago his march 
‘rom Kabul to Kandahar was fore- 
toul to him by a “rortune teller,” 
and that he was so impressed at the 
time that he had full faith in the 
propnecy. 

The late Harry Parkes was the 
son ef a farm laborer in Warwick- 
shire. and like many of his class, 
more than ordinarily superstitious. 
Once day at a country fair a gypsy 
fortene teiller told him that he 
wouid find greater honor and 
wealth “on the other side of the 
wor) Parkes selected Australia 
as the piace where the promiscd for- 
tune lay. and landed at Svdnev in 
1839 with a wife and baby and 
three shillings. Fifteen vears later 
he entered the Parliament of New 
Scuth Wales, and ultimately be- 
came Premier of the Colony, a 
knight. and a man of wealth. 

When the British battleship Vic- 
toria was lost, a certain individual 
wrote to newspapers asserting that 
he had foretold to Admiral Tryon 
the date, etc. of the disaster. This 
statement, incredible as it mav 
secem, was substantiated later by 
the production of documentary 
proof. It was this same astrologer 
whe predicted te President Carnot 
the hour and day of his assassina- 
tien. 

Mme Modjeska, the countess Bo- 
zenta, when she was a gir! ot fifteen, 
accidentally encountered a evpsv 
women in the Rine Theatre, Vienna 
whe told her that one dav she 
woul wear a coronet. Two vears 
later the actress married her vuar- 
dian. M. Modieska, an! they 
laughed the prophecy te scorn. 
Nethertheless it came truc, tor after 
tour vears of married life M. Mod- 
wsha died. and tnree years atter 
Mire. Modjeska became the wife of 
the Count Bozenta Chlopcewski. 

Two years ago two pretty virls 
Rachel and Laura Gurney, were-as- 
stunts in the establishixent ot 
Mie. Elise, a well known Londen 
dressmaker. Dissatisfied with their 
surroundings. they sought, half in 
jest and half in earnest, the ser- 
vices of a Bond street sorceress, 
“ho promptly comforted them bv 
the «assurance that they would 
marry titled husbands. So prepos- 
terous did this seem to the sisters 
that they vowed to renounce hence- 
forth all belief in fortune-telling. 
Nethertheless, the one 1s now Ra- 
chel. Countess of Dudley, and mis- 
tress of Whitley Court, Worces- 
tershire, Himley Hall, Statfordshire, 
and a mansion in Carlton Gardens: 
while the other as lady Troubridge, 
cuts a conspicious figure in the 
smartest London society. 

Even Queen Victoria confessed to 
a certain amount of belief in for- 
tune telling, based on a fact that 
when a girl, at Broadstairs, she, in 
company with several young friends 
of her own sex, had foretold to her 
a number of events which were ful- 
filed in a temarkable manner. 
Among other things, she was told of 
her marriage with Albert Edward, 
and further that oneot her immediate 
discendants ‘‘was to reign Over a 
great European Empire ‘not then 
created.” This has ccome true, and 
her grandson the Kaiser, now 
reigns over the Germana EÈinpire, 
which did not then exist. 

The utterer of these prophecies 
was a certain “Mother Maddern "a 
once well known character at East 
Coast watering places.—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean.

In Tue SUNFLOWER of August 
20, 1904 I noticed an article entit- 
led “A Spiritual cure” which strong- 
Iv attracted my attention. My 
cousin Justin Hulburd was born a 
medium. He was a very feeble 
child, none who saw him in infancy 
thought it possible for him to sur- 
vive childhood!

Twenty vears ago, friends were 
gathered at his bedside to witness 
the passing away of the lovcd one. 
Physicians pronounced him dead— 
but no—after about two hours we 
thought we saw signs of returning 
consciousness—soon a movement of 
the lips. After an interval of some 
minutes a faint whisper ‘‘We come, 
we no let: him go, he work not 
done.” After another interval of 
some minutes the voice became 
stronger and said. “Now go to bed 
me take care of him.” They did 
take care of him and he is still in 
the bodv. Several times since he 
has been on the threshold of his 
spirit home, but was not permitted 
to enter. ; i 

When we came to our present 
home we frequently employed a 
young Indian named Cocha who 
assisted us at intervals for several 
years, when he passed to spirit life. 
justin was very kind to him—as he 
was to all—and Cocha formed.a 
great friendship for hig, which þe, 
evidently retained in spirit Rie. A 
few weeks ago Justin was very sick 
and unable to leave his bed. I was 
sitting by his bedside intently watch- 
ing when I perceived a change ‘in 
the expression of his face. I then 
knew help had come. Soon his lips 
moved and a voice whispered. “Me 
come help some, Me Cocha, Më ‘Co- 
cha, Me come try help some, Me like 
Medy, he good to me he give plenty 
eat” He commenced treating: Jus- 
tin, which he contisued about half 
an hour, all the time talking in his 
Indian way. Suddenly he burst in- 
to loud laughter exclaiming, ‘‘Oh I 
so happy, meso happy, me help 
some.” He continued repeating 
those words several minutes then 
withdrew. In about half an hour 
Justin arose, dressed, and went 
about as usual. | 

Here is another instance of ‘‘Spir- 
itual cure” which will interest some 
of your readers. 

About two years ago Justin was 
very low and sinking. A band of 
spirits called at Searchlight Bower 
and seeing Justin’s condition, stop- 
ped to see what could be done for 
him. A spirit controlled, who said 
he went to spirit life from Chicago 
over fifty years ago. He said that 
when in the body he kept a low 
dive; that his place was the head- 
quarters for the worst criminals in 
the city; that he was trying to 
work out of the terrible condition he 
had been in since coming to spirit 
life.
